The germ of the idea for these cir- 
culating libraries originated with Her 
Excellency The Lady Tweedsmuir and 
was conveyed to the Association of 
Canadian Bookmen who gave their 
enthusiastic co-operation and: assist- 
ance. Books are being collected thru- 
out Canada by the Bookmen’s Associ- 
ation with the co-operation of young 
men’s sections of Boards of Trade and: 
other organizations. Lord Tweeds- 
muir is Patron of the Association of 
Canadian. Bookmen. Already some 
25,000 books have been donated by 

\ public-spirited citizens. The expense 
of housing, distribution and circula- 
tion of the books has been undertaken 
‘by the North-West Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation which organization is made 
up of line elevator companies thru- 
out Western Canada. 

Each library will consist of 60
